“The main sources of the presen! 


flood of illegal drink are breweries, 
aleohol-producing plants, liquor in 
bond and smuggling. Smuggling can 
he dealt with only by the national 
government. 
self. Breweries and alcohol-producing 
plants can not operate or deliver their 
products except under federal permit, 
while liquor in bond !s wholly con- 
trolled relative to its safe keeping, 
transportation and release by federal 
permits. In the matter of permits. 
the federal government, as Commis- 
sioner Haynes well says, is solely re- 
sponsible and the states can not help. 

“This is no ordinary problem of 
efficiency in law enforcement. Law- 
lessness is anarchy. The present at- 
tack upon the contitution and the law 
by the liquor interests threatens all 
that is most sacred in our American 


life.” 


Undoubtedly the suggestions 
made by the Pennsylvania governor 
would go far toward strengthening 
enforcement against the traffic in 
bonded and imported or smuggled 
liquors, but as The Constitution has 
already pointed out, the greater 
menace from the cataclysm of liquor 
violations is the “home brew” that 
is made in the cookrooms and cov- 
‘ered places of country, town and 
city in the United States. 

It is liquor that is not involved 
in the permit problem, and of such 
a damnable quality that a perfect 
cyclone of tragedy is sweeping every 
day over the entire United States. 
As the winter and the holiday sea- 
son approach it is shocking to con- 
template Just what will result unless 
there is a decided improvement In 
enforcement over the situation of 
today. ' 

In the address of President Cool- 
idge before the governors there is 
little to provoke controversy. The 
country is tn full accord with his 
statement that ‘‘we are not a nation 
of inebriates,” that “we are not a 
people who can be charged with 
hypocrisy,” and that with us “the 
law is a rule of action,” and all that 
sort of thing.

Numerous bee keepers have tried this 
treatment and have declared them- 
selves delighted with the results. I 
mean after a due time, not in the ear]l- 
ier stage of the treatment. Unlike 
most of the treatments I recommend, 
this one cannot be warranted pleas- 
ant to take, in which respect it re- 
sembles castor oil; on the other hand

Poisoning Pays.

| Rome, Ga., October 24.—(Special.) 


Use of calcium arsenate added $20 
per acre to the cost of producing his 
(cotton crop this year, Homer Davis, 
|one of the most prominent farmers in 
| Flord county reports, but this ex- 
|penditure has already netted him a 
_clear profit of more than $85 per acre 
‘and will net him more. 
| Mr. Davis was, at the beginning of 
| the present cotton season, far from 
certain that the use of calcium arse- 
nate was a paying proposition. So 
after his cotton crop was planted, he 
decided to poison two-thirds of it and 
allow the other third to take care of 
its own weevils, at least so far as 
arsenate went. The cotton was all 
| planted at the same time, was given 
ithe same amount and grade of fertil- 
izer. and was cultivated exactly alike. 
Now. with his cotton crop. two- 
‘thirds in, Mr. Davis can get a line on 
results. The calcium arsenate used, 
the cost of applying it, and the addi- 
tional cost of gathering the extra cot- 
ton made on the poisoned crop will 
total approximately $20 per acre, Mr. 
Davis’ figures show. lowever, he 
already gathered cotton. worth 
$105 per acre more off the poisoned 
crop than off that that was not poi- 
isoned, and he figures that the same 
proportion will hold good with what 
is still left in the patch.

i gent in permitting automobiles, trucks 
and other \vehicles to run roughshod 
through the streets, endangering the 
lives and limbs of citizens.” 

“The traffic situation here,” de- 
clared Councilman Woodall, “is fear- 
ful. It has come to a point where a 
man is taking his life into his hands 
when he ventures across certain 
streets in the city.
